uriscii under tho net of May 2d, 1873, 
Iu prevent extortion und unjust dis- 
crimination, we deem it proper to uiako 
known to tho public our construction of 
certain portions of tho act. 


Wo would first dircc/t attention to 


the tiist section, which declares that if 
any railroad corporation doing business 
iu this fttato, shall charge or receive 
inoro than a i'air and iciisonablc rate of 
toll or compensation for the transporta- 
tion of passengers or freight, the same 
shall bu deemed guilty of extortion, und 
upon conviction T>o punished by specific 
penalties, 
Tho avowed object of the 


statute is to prevent extortion as woll 
as unjust discrimination. 
In making 


their rates of chargcs»eonfonu to tho 
requirements of tho third section, doh'u- 
ing what would bo piinut facie cvi- 
denco of unjust discriminations, tho 
railroad companies must not ignore the 
first section, forbidding extortion.

our judgment the rates of charges prior 
to this data havo been in the main un-
